zes the city to pay for its public 
>rinting, wbere tlie publication ia 
•equired to be in but one paper; ancl 
ot tbe price wblch

where the publication Is required in 
,wo papers. That these papers are 
papers of general circulation In the 
;ity of Lima, is not disputed. 
The 


,ole objection to the entering into 
,he contract, being that the bid is 
colluswefi. If this class of bids , are 
llegal, then rio two Individual me- 
;hanics, contractors or two 
.firms 


could jointly enter into a contract for 
any public work, the building of a 
m'blic building, the construction of a 
)ubllc bridge, or any other matter. 
3ut it is said if this bid Is up- 
held, It places within the power of 
the two daily papers to secure the 
)ublic printing of the city for a sum 
argely in excess of its real value. If 
BO contract was let, If no bids were 
made, it would be within the power 


f the council to give any" portion of 
his public printing to either one of 
the papers, where publication in a 
single paper only is required, and the 
statute fixes the compensation for 
such publication; and where inser- 
tion in two papers is required by law, 
the publication could be made in 
each one of these papers, and each 
would be entitled to the rate Uxed 
by statute for such publication, to- 
wit: $1.00 a squtre for the 
first in- 


sertion and 50 cents a square for each 
subsequent Insertion, and no combi- 
nation or collusion between these 
>apers, or their oubllshers, could se- 
jure to them a higher rate for such 
Publication, than as aut'jori/.ecl by 
aw. 


"By this joint bid It is proposed to 


.nsert all publications In both papers 
ind thus enable the citizens of Lima 
to know just what ordinances and 
resolutions have been passed by tbe 
iity council. 
By this proposition 


both papers are made official organs 
if tli'e city. This joint bid does not 
propose or ask that the publishers of 
ihese papers shall.receive more mon- 
ey for tbe service contemplated than 
is" authorized by statute, but far less. 


THK RULE WHICH APPLIES 


to collusive bids is laid down by Dil- 
lon on Municipal Corporations in sec- 
tion 470, as follows: "The 
rule 


igainat combinations to prevent bid- 
ding at auction sales applies to pro- 
:>osals for government work, in re- 
ponse to a call therefor, aiming at a 
contract with the lowest bidder; and 


combination of contractors whereby 


the privilege of bidding Is secured by 
one, without competition, is against 
public policy and illegal; and if it re- 
sults in a letting at unreasonable 
prices It authorizes a rejection of the 
proposal or a repudiation of the con- 
tract." 
'This joint bid can scarcely be said 


to secure to these papers an unreason- 
able price for the work proposed to 
be done oy them. 
The statute hav- 


ing ttxed-tlii! compensation at $1.00 a 
square for tlie first insertion and 50 
cents a square for each additional in- 
sertion, in a single paper, or twice 
that sum where insertion in two pa- 
pers is required by law, it is difficult 
to conceive how or why a proposition 
to make publications in the two pa- 
pers for three-fourths of the statu- 
tory price is unreasonable. 


'There is another consideration 


which is worthy of notice here. A 
party has a right to apply to a court 
of equity to prevent an injury to him 
if the law affords him no remedy. 
The plaintiff bad a right, after the 
refusal of tlie city solicitor to bring 
this action, to bricg it in bjs own 
name, on behalf of himself and the 
other taxpayers of the city, to pre- 
vent the entering into a contract 
which would be injurious tu him and 
the other taxpayers, ii the contract 
sought to be entered into by the de- 
fendant was illegal and would result 
in an injury to the plaintiff and those 
whom he represented. 
But. from the 


averments of the petition, which are 


ADMITTED TO BE TKUE, 


it appears that the entering Into this 
contrast will not place the plaintiff, 
aa a taxpayer, a.nd tlie other taxpay- 
ers of tbe city, in a worse condition 
than tliey would have been if no bid: 
had been asked, and if the city coun 
ell entered into no contract for the 
public printing of the city; but, upon 
the contrary, by this action of the 
council, and entering into the con 
tract contemplated, the plaintiff and 
the other taxpayers of the city will 
as to publications required to be In 
serted in but one paper, be reliever 
from the payment Of one-fourth, and 
where Insertions ara,requlred in twr 
papers, they will be relieved from the 
payment of five-eights of the expense 
which would have resulted if no such 
contract was entered Into. This be 
ing true, no injury would result to 


he plaintiff or to thu taxpayers of 
he city which would require a'court 
if equity to Interpose in their behalf.

clared that th4 Holy Spirit oame only 
from the Father through the Son as me- 
dium. It does not seem, go long; as the 
Christians themselves hafo the Holy 
Spirit, as though there need be any 
qnnrrol about where it oomes from, yet 
this was made tho basis of separation 
and generations of quarreling between 
the Greek and Roman churches. 
In 


these quarrels about where the Holy 
Spirit oame from the Holy Spirit itaelf 
was quite lost, and a spirit of bnruing 
enmity and ferocity took its place, as is 
apt to happen in theological qnarrela 
Now evidently Pope Leo thinks it is 
time for both churches t:i- infnse into 
themselves something of the Holy Spirit 
practically. Political ambitions whioh 
now have no sway helped to sepa- 
rate the two branches. It is not likely 
there oau be any nnion, though, since 
theological ambitions have taken the 
place of the former political ones. The 
patriarch of Constantinople would not 
bo likely ever to bring himself to the 
point of acknowledging the authority 
of the pope of Rome.
